Viet Cong presents new 


peace plan; U.S.silent

PARIS (UPD — The Viet Cong pre­ 
sented a new plan for peace in Vietnam 
today, calling for an end to all fighting 
and creation of a provisional coalition 
government to set up free elections in 
South Vietnam. 
The chief North Vietnamese negotia- 
tor, Xuan Thuy, immediately endorsed 
the proposal and then explaüied it him­ 
self to the Allied delegation at the 16th 
session of the peace talks. The U.S. 
and South Vietnamese delegates withheld

WASHINGTON 
(UPI)— ^The United 
States and South Vietnam have begun 
private discussions on the possibility 
of a limited withdrawal of U.S. troops 
from the war zone, diplomatic sources 
disclosed today. 
The sources said the discussions were 
an intergral part of President Nixon’s 
approach toward ending the war, and 
that the Administration had gone to 
considerable lengths to keep Saigon fully 
informed of his strategy. 
Disclosure of the private Washington- 
Saigon conferences came as key mem­ 
bers of the President's own party were 
advocating the start of a unilateral 
U.S. troop pullout, but even such anti­ 
war Democrats as Sens. J. William 
Fulbright and Eugene J. McCarthy re- 
rused to join in the call. 
There was no official comment on 
the private talks 
at the White House

Some officials, however, expressed 
siçrise at 
a statement made Tuesday 
by Saigon’s foreign minister, Tran Chanh 
Thanh, which has been regarded by some 
as an important tip on the withdrawal 
question. 
"In the event 
of an agreement on* 
troop withdrawals, supervision and con­ 
trol of troop withdrawals will be per­ 
formed through these procedures: 1. By 
our own facilities and tliose of allied 
forces: 2. by a joint commission, 3. by 
an international organization.” 
Thanh's 
statement api^eared to be 
geared to the possibility of a mutual 
troop withdrawal by North Vietnam and 
the United States, but led to Inquiries 
which resulted in disclosures of the 
private U.S. South Vietnam talks. 
Breaking a long, self-imposed silence 
on Nixon’s Vietnam policy, McCarthy 
from Minnesota, the 1968 presidential 
candidate, said he was not "advocating” 
a pullout of troops.

Thuy described the proposal as an 
"important initiative” by the Viet Cong. 
If the Allies adopt a "realistic view 
and approach” to the situation, he said, 
"peace will be restored in Vietnam, the 
United States will get out from the 
costly, unjust and immoral war, and Its 
honor and prestige will be redeemed.” 
Thuy said the plan, pending the long- 
sought Communist goal of reunification, 
would enable the two Vietnams to "re­ 
establish normal relations in all fields 
on the basis of mutual respect.” 
According to the plan, Thuy said, 
North and South Vietnam would refrain 
from any military alliance with foreign 
countries, would prohibit 
any foreign 
power from maintaining bases or troops 
on their territory and would reject the 
protection of any other country or mili­ 
tary bloc. 
This essentially was a restatement of 
previous Communist demands that the 
United States and other Allies withdraw 
their forces from South Vietnam as a 
prerequisite to a permanent cease-fire. 
Thuy said the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) established by the 1954 Geneva 
agreements does not constitute a boun(i- 
ary between the two Vietnams but added 
that the two countries could work out a 
mutually satisfactory arrangement gov­ 
erning military activity in the six-mlle- 
wide buffer zone. 
"Such an over-all solution to the South 
Vietnam problem — . . . not only con­ 
tributes to the restoration of peace in 
Vietnam but also c^ens up a good pros­ 
pect for the consolidation of peace and 
friendly relations . . . in Indochina and 
the consolidation of peace in Southeast 
Asia,” Thuy said. 
Thuy stressed that during the pre­ 
election peace period, neither the South 
Vietnamese government in Saigon, the 
North Vietnamese government in Hanoi 
nor the Viet Cong and its political arm, 
the National Liberation Front (NLF), 
should attempt to impose its will on the 
South Vietnamese people. 
According to the proposal, the pre- 
election coalition administration would 
be made up of both non-Communlst and 
Communist elements. 
Earlier in the talks, the United States 
and South Vietnam rejected Communist 
charges that the Allies had stepped up 
the war. Chief U.S negotiator Henry 
Cabot Lodge said the Communists them­ 
selves were on the verge of unleashing 
another major offensive and warned that 
responsibility for any intensification of 
the fighting rests w'ith the North Viet­ 
namese and the Viet Cong. 
The Allied delegations made it clear 
that their present bid to deescalate the 
fighting could change. 
The Communist peace plan and the Al­ 
lied warnings came as a North Vietna­ 
mese official just back from 10 weeks 
of meetings in Hanoi joined the discus­ 
sions. 
For the first time in months. Le Duc 
Tho, the 7th ranked member of North 
Vietnam’s Politburo, was at the confer­ 
ence. He returned to Paris during the 
weekend from talks with President Ho 
Chi Mlnh. 
Le’s return had spurred hopes the 
Communists might be ready for progress 
in the 16-weeks-old peace conference. 
Tlie United States rejected the Com­ 
munists’ charge the United States has 
stepped up fighting in South Vietnam.

Taxable sales in Lompoc during the 
Christmas quarter totaled $9,798,000, 
during a record period for the state 
that cannot be blamed on inflation alone. 
October - November - December sales 
were 11 per cent or $1 billion above 
the same period in 1967, or more 
than $10 billion, the State Board of 
Equalization disclosed today.

Who represents 
Southern California, said, "the increase 
in purchases on a per person basis clear­ 
ly shows that price increases cannot 
account alone for the total.” 
Fourth quarter sales in Santa Barbara 
County amounted to $122,847,000 and 
8.5 per cent increase over the third 
quarter. City and county figures are 
not comparable to like 1967 periods be­ 
cause the 4 to 5 per cent rate increase 
in August, 1967 altered the basis for 
the computations. None of the major coun­ 
ties slid from 1967 figures. 
Nevins credited the soaring sales to 
high employment and income. It was 
only the third time in 20 years that 
all types of business logged by the 
Board showed gains over the prior 
year’s period. 
That last happened in the third quar­ 
ter of 1968 and in the last three months 
of 1959. 
The last three months of 1968 were 
8 per cent higher than the record third 
quarter of that year.

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water Conservation District, last night de­ 
clined to recommend for or against the proposed Lomptx: Project, and in­ 
stead voted 2-1 to ask the county to push the state water plan and to investi­ 
gate flood control upstream from the Narrows. 
The vote and the discussion preceding it Indicated that a majority of tho 
five-man board favors the State Feather River program over the building of a 
425,000 
acre foot dam and reservoir on the Santa Ynez river southeast of 
Lompoc. 
It was a voice vote. Virgil Phelps, director of division 2, Lompoc, cast the 
lone negative vote. Richard Henning, director of Division 1, Lompoc, and Wil­ 
liam Laranjo, director of Division 4, Buellton, carried the issue with “ yes” 
votes. 
Andrew Petersen, board chairman and director of Division 5, Solvang-Santa 
Ynez, did not vote, but he told this reporter later that If he had voted he would 
have voted "yes.” 
___________________________________ 


Charles Sudden, director of Division 
3, Lompoc, did not vote. Asked if he had 
abstained, he replied that he had not, 
but perhaps he should have. 
" I just didn’t speak up,” he said. 
Later he said there was some signi­ 
ficant material being reproduced by the 
county which he wanted to read before 
he cast his lot one way or another on the 
proposed dam. 
The decision came near the end of a 
four-hour meeting in Santa Ynez. 
An 
estimated 
20 persons including Phil 
Macias, Santa Barbara County bureau 
chief of the Bureau of Reclamation, were 
in the audience. Most of those present 
were known to be opposed to the Lompoc 
project. 
The directors will meet again on May

SPACE CENTER, HOUSTON 
(UPD — Eight years ago, Alan B. 
Shepard electrified the United States, as, 
by radio, television or newspaper, mil­ 
lions followed his 15 minute flight into 
space. He was the first American there. 
Now, after a 6-year battle, Stepard 
has regained Ms space pilot status and 
may get a moon landing assignment next 
year, the space agency said Wednesday, 
eight years and two days after Shepard 
rode Freedom 7 116 miles into space and 
302 miles downrange from Cape Kennedy. 
Shepard, a 45-year old Navy captain, 
lost his chance to return to space in 
1963 because of an ear infection wnich 
left him occasionally dizzy and nauseat­ 
ed. He was knocked out of flying in space 
and making solo flights in aircraft, al­ 
though he could fly airplanes if another 
pilot were with him. 
Shepard’s surprise return to flight 
status came after a secret operation 
last year in Los Angeles to correct the 
Inner ear problem. Doctors Implanted a 
plastic tube in his left ear to relieve 
the pressure.

Pentagon gas 


shipments said 


"too grisly" 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Pentagon 
plans to ship huge quantities of deadly 
nerve gas cross country by railroad 
beginning next week. An official of one 
town along the route called the idea 
"too grisly to think atxMit.” 
The Pentagon revealed ith 
plan 
Wednesday after Rep. Richard 
McCarthy, D-N.Y. disclosed it to news­ 
men. The purpose of the shipping opera­ 
tion, which McCarthy said will involve 
20 trains of 45 to 60 cars each, is to 
bring the gas to Earle, N.J. for eventual 
disposal at sea. 
At the same time the Transportation 
Department revealed there have been 
three spillages of poiscxi gas — two 
of them from railroad trains— within 
the past year. The leakaj^, from which 
no injuries resulted, happened twice at 
Kansas City and once at St. Louis. 
Maj. Gen. Wendell Coats, Army chief 
of information said the plan, if it wins 
final approval by the Pentagon, will be­ 
gin one week from Friday and continue 
until August. He said over the period 
27,000 tons of gas will be moved from 
the Rocky Mountain Arsenal near Den­ 
ver and the Edgewood Arsenal in Mary­ 
land. 
About half of the 27,000 tons will 
consist of Air Force bombs containing 
liquid nerve gas which vaporizes in the 
air, attacks the central nervous system 
and causes eventual death or maiming. 
The bombs are left from World War 
II and are considered outmoded. 
Coats said no exact route has been 
picked since the plan is still tentative. 
But McCarthy said it appeared the trains 
would have to pass through Indianapolis 
Ind., and Elizabeth, N.J., as well as 
"a numt)er of other communities.” 
Michael A. McGuire, president of the 
Eliz^eth City Council, said the possibiL 
ity of an accidentia! leakage in a pop­ 
ulated area is "too grisly to think about.” 
He said he would telephone New Jersey's 
congressional delegation "first thing in 
the morning.” 
McCarthy asked Transportation Sec­ 
retary John A. Volpe and Defense Sec­ 
retary Melvin R. Laird to investigate 
the dangers involved. He said the tanks 
of gas, which will ride In open gondola 
cars, should be sealed before shipment.

A County Planning Commis- 
rising land costs in the pr 
A County Planning Commis­ 
sion member has replied to a 
Santa 
Barbara 
Newspaper 
columnist who recently quoted 
a Lompoc farmer who was crit­ 
ical 
of the 
proposed multi- 
million dollar Lompoc 
dam 
and reservoir on the 
lower 
Santa Ynez River. 
The commissioner, Robert C. 
Lilley, of Lompoc, said he was 
answering m aterial published 
by Tom Kleveland, of the San­ 
ta Barbara News-Press. 
Lilley, as chairman of the 
FACT Committee for the Lom­ 
poc Project, said he felt com­ 
pelled to answer statements 
made by the farmer, Robert 
Hibbits. 


Lilley in his letter to Kleve­ 
land-copies of which have been 
received by county officials- 
emphasized that the 
project 
for the more than 50,000 people 
in the Lompoc Valley area "is 
truly a matter of survival,” 
with water supplies in the Lom­ 
poc Plain dwindling. 
In his answer, Lilley quotes 
the feasibility report of the 
U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation 
just issued which points to the 
Lompoc area as being in an 
"overall state of overdraft,” 
meaning more water is being 
taken than is being replaced 
each year due to rising mil­ 
itary and civilian demands. 


rising land costs in the project 
area, and also indicating that 
the area could wait for State 
Project water. 


Lilley said the Bureau re­ 
port 
makes it 
clear 
that 
supplemental water would be 
needed even above that pro­ 
duced by the Lompoc Project. 
He said the worry over rising 
land 
costs of a

"it has never been government­ 
al. policy to buy land, either 
through 
condemnation 
or 
agreement, 
as 
speculative 
prices created solely by the 
project itself.” 


As for cost escalation, said 
Lilley, they are built-in to the 
project, and since the project 
will cost more the longer it 
is delayed "that is why we 
want it now.” 


The final Bureau of Recla­ 
mation report, says Lilley, un­ 
derlines the water needs of the 
Lompoc area and recommends 
that the dam be constructed 
at the earliest practicable date. 


The County Water Agency 
has delayed making a decision 
on the project pending receipt 
of local agency comments on the 
final government feasibility re­ 
port.

The cost for the current cal­ 
endar year ending Dec. 31 of 
this year is $246,500. 
Substantial increases both in 
capital cost and operation and 
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maintenance components of the 
transportation charge are re­ 
sponsible for the boost upward, 
the State Department of Water 
Resources notice said. 
County officials, on advice of 
Consultant Robert M. Edmon- 
ston, have protested certain 
charges in the past few years 
which they consider excessive. 
These are a matter of record, 
and it is expected sim ilar pro­ 
tests covering the 
1970 bill 
will be rpade. 
The 1970 statement of charg­ 
es is made in conjunction with 


the contract between the Coun­ 
ty Flood Control and Water 
Conservation District and the 
State Department of Water Re­ 
sources. The pact requires the 
state shall furnish on or be­ 
fore July 1 of each year, a sub­ 
stantiated statement covering 
water charges for the next sue- 
ceeding calendar year.

the basement is hard work. 
The handicaps of being at 
the bottom have a circular 
force that tends to restrain 
upward motion. 


Concerned Southerners try­ 
ing to stir that motion are 
often torn between wanting 
to ride roughshod over slow- 
yielding white racial 
atti­ 
tudes and customs and more 
cautious maneuvers t h a t 
quietly outflank them. 
Says one white Southern­ 
er: 
"If you can blame it on 
the computer, you might get 
away with it.”

tionists are being moved to 
action by the compelling evi­ 
dence of computer print-outs 
which tell them stagnation 
is the price of inaction.

Birmingham’s leaders are 
hopeful 
They point to a 
plaster mockup of a costly 
civic center in the planning 
stage. Yet rail employment 
is half what it was and the 
mines employ 6.000 instead 
of 16,000 as before.

Alabama business leaders 
lay some of the blame at 
George Wallace's door.

Wallace does get s o m e 
credit for establishing a bad­ 
ly needed system of trade 
schools.

are not properly financed. 
But if B i r m i n g h a m ’s 
change is still largely paper 
promises, 
the 
resolve 
to 
move seems real enough as 
it tries to break out of the 
rigid “company town” mold 
set 
b y the big U.S. Steel 
plant. 
Energetic, sq u a re -ja w e d 
Mayor George Seibels sym ­ 
bolizes the struggle for bet­ 


ter days as he tram ps the 
town daily at dawn, order­ 
ing foul-smelling d i t c h e s 
sealed up, carving out tiny 
new parks in blighted areas, 
ordering the paving of more 
than 100 miles of dirt streets 
in neglected Negro sectors. 
So in both Mississippi and 
Alabama there are the be­ 
ginnings of economic uplift, 
retarded by the strong clutch 
of a troubled past which will 
not quite let go.

HOLLYWOOD 
(UPI)—“CBS 
Playhouse” 
sets 
aside 
its 
soapbox Wednesday night when 
it presents a spicy drama about 
a group of persons trapped 
overnight in a business office 
during a power blackout. 
“ Shadow Game” is the name 
of 
this 
90-minute 
original 
teleplay by Loring Mandel, and 


the chief thing to recommend 
about it is that it is great fun— 
and 
totally 
undemanding-to 
watch. 
In 
case 
anyone has 
forgotten, there’s really nothing 
wrong 
about 
just 
enjoying 
yourself 
while 
watching 
a 
theater piece. 
Mandel’s teleplay, directed 
tightly 
and 
surehandedly by 
Paul Bogart and acted by a 


first-rate cast headed by Daniel 
Massey, 
is, at its core, a 
formula piece—but one that is 
done expertly. 
The formula is one of the 
oldest and most surefire in the 
dram a business: The throwing 
together of various types of 
characters in a situation in 
which they are trapped togeth­ 
er, and the subsequent scenes 
in 
which they reveal them­ 
selves. In the case of “ Shadow 
Game,” the recelations extend 
to their business as well as 


their personal motivations. 
“ Shadow Game” is the sort 
of thing that Jerom e Weidman, 
that author of nifty and racy 
shark-eat-shark business world 
tales, might have written for 
“ CBS 
Playhouse.” 
But 
he 
couldn’t 
have done it much 
better than Mandel. 
The story focuses chiefly on 
an honorable young executive 
(Massey), 
who, 
during 
the 
course 
of 
the long night’s 
journey into day, discovers that 
an unprincipled colleague in the 


sam e office (William Shatner) 
has been stealing his accounts, 
with the boss' knowledge and 
quiet approval. It seems this 
is the boss’ way of employing 
the 
dog-eat-dog technique to 
corporate advantage. 
During the long night, Mas­ 
sey, 
who 
is 
respected and 
admired by others in the office, 
is urged by them to employ the 
dog-eat-dog 
approach against 
Shatner if he hopes to salvage 
the 
career 
that 
is 
being 
exploded right out from under­ 


neath him. An office romance 
with a beautiful but ronfused 
woman (Carol Rossen) compli­ 
cates Massey’s moral struggle 
even more. His decision would 
not be fair to reveal in advance 
for viewers. 
1 ike Massey, Shatner turns in 
a fine bit of acting—as a truly 
offensive sharpie with business 
and 
the 
girls. 
And 
the 
remainder of the cast, although 
appearing in basic illy formula 
roles, responds with verve and 
professionalism that makes the 
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fun for viewers much more 
important 
than 
the 
obvious 
message 
that some persons 
descend 
to 
animal instincts 
when trapped. 
There is, for instance, Wil­ 
liam Windom, as a fellow who 
has been around the company 
for a while and doesn’t let the 
self-devouring competition get 
him down anymore. There is 
Richard Dysart as a fellow 
whose career is all but washed 
up, whose family life is in 
dangerous 
shape, 
and 
who 
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drunkenly (or partly arunkenly) 
tries to make love to a sweet 
young girl in the office after 
trapping her alone in a room. 
The women in the cast are 
wonderfully attractive. Besides 
Miss Rossen, there is M aria 
Tucci as the girl who gets 
trapped 
by 
the 
washecf-up 
executive; Norma Crane as a 
middle-aged woman who has 
been humiliated by an affair 
with 
Shatner, 
and 
shows 
emotional scars of the business 
wars.

This is a situation 
hat cries out for analysis. 
The 
garden supply people, 
regrettably, are only interested 
in the commercial aspects of 
the survey. One firm, hoping to 
cash 
in 
on 
the 
trend, 
is 
featuring a lOCbfoot garden hose 
as a Mother's Day special. 
More Feminine Appeal 
The next step obviously will 
tie to give garden hoses more 
feminine appeal-pastel colors, 
floral patterns, 
lacy textures 
etc. 
But what of the sociological 
import of the survey? Does it 
reflect the new “ life style’’ we 
hear so much about these days, 
or does it represent a further 
unravelling of the basic fabric 
of our society? 
And did the change come 
about by design or default? Did 
women demand that they be 
given a bigger role in lawn 
watering, or did they simply 
assume a responsibility that 
had been abdicated by their 


husbands? 
A layman lacks the expertise,

Today, 
however, 
genuine 
hand-watered lawns are almost 
as rare as hand-made cigars. 
It would appear, then, that 
the 
rise 
of 
women 
to 
a 
predominant position in lawn 
watering is connected with the 
development 
of 
automatic 
sprinklers with controls that 
can be present to regulate the 
spray pattern. 
Finding 
the 
male 
thumb 
outmoded, man became down- 
hearted. Instead of watering 
the lawn after supper, he took 
to spending his evenings at the 
bowling alley, where thumbs 
still perform a useful function. 
To some extent, the break­ 
down 
of the family can be 
blamed on man’s loss of pride 
in his thumb. The family that 
sprays together, stay together. 
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rel. Miss., the world’s g reat­ 
est hardboard plant draws 
on wood wastes and pine 
pulp to m ake a fourth ot the 
nation’s output. 
Yet. with all the justifiable 
optimism 
over 
resources, 
these states continue to suf­ 
fer the deep scars of the 
past. 
Trees 
are 
abundant 
in­ 
deed. but m any w o o d e d 
areas have a cut-over look.

It is a grim business, this 
compulsive drinking which fin­ 
ally is being recognized as a 
disease rather than a habit, as 
a disease which unless “ cured'’ 
ultimately kills, which costs

estimated $4 billion a year in 
lost hours and under-perfor­ 
mance, which costs the family 
of the alcoholic loss of Income 
and 
uncounted 
misery'

heartbreak. 
Sullivan, for 45 years a senior 
executive

Daily News, tackles the prolv 
lem of the alcoholic and of the 
problems the alcoholic in turn 
creates for employer and family

Sample suggestion: “ Figure 
out on paj)er how much your 
daily drinks have been costing 


you, plus the weekend liquor 
expenses, 
both 
direct 
and 
indirect. Next, multiply the cost 
per week by 52, then multiply 
the annual liquor expense by 
the number of years you’ve 
been drinking and you will know 
approximately how much you 
should have in the bank.” 


Another suggestion: “ If ycai 
find that you are becoming 


fatigued in business, sports or 
other exerting occupation, take 
time out .. and drink two cups 
of black coffee. For a problem 
drinker, fatigue is a dangerous 
matter.” 


In the same way, the woman 
alcoholic 
can make out the 
cards for herself, stuffing one in 
a purse or pocket for daily 
reading.

Base of prejudice 


If it is any comfort to black Americans, race is not a fac­ 
tor in the exploding civil rights crisis in Northern Ireland, al­ 
though the treatment experienced by one segment of the popula­ 
tion in that country bears a number of striking resemblances 
to that of Negroes in this country. 
In Northern Ireland, the Catholic minority has for decades 
been systematically disfranchised, segregated and exploited by 
the Protestant majority. Yet both possess a degree of white­ 
ness that would put to shame the palest Ku Klux Klanner. 
Prejudice, animosity and oppression know no color line. 
It seems to be a law of human nature that a majority, whether 
it is identified by religion, race, politics, nationality or tribal 
loyalty, will always step on a differently identified minority 
as long as the latter submits to it — and as long as the ma­ 
jority is motivated by sufficiently strong fears, real or imag­ 
ined, expressed or unexpressed, concerning its own integrity. 
Northern Irish Protestants don’t oppress Northern Irish Ca­ 
tholics because they hate them, any more than white racists 
in America oppress black Americans because they hate them 
Indeed, it can be said that they hate them because they op­ 
press them, and they oppress them because they fear them and 
fear for the future. 
The Irish Protestants are motivated by the underlying fear 
that should the Catholics ever attain enough politic.il power, 
they will attempt to engineer a reunion of the six counties with

the Republic of Ireland to the south — and then the Protestants 
would be the minority and under the rule of a “ papist” govern­ 
ment. 
In the same way, American racists are also motivated by a 
number of fears, including those of race “ mongrelization,” 
depressed property values and so on. 
Just as there is a parallel between the problems of minori­ 
ties in Northern Ireland and America, there is a parallel 
lesson to be drawn. 
Northern Irish Catholics can no more migrate en masse 
to southern Ireland or set up a separate country within a coun­ 
try or change their religion than American Negroes can mi­ 
grate en masse to Africa or set up a separate black America 
within America or change the color of their skins. 
Protestant must learn to live with Catholic in Northern Ire­ 
land and white must learn to live with black in America. And 
vice versa. 
But as long as Irish Protestants fear, with or without justi­ 
fication, that their national or religious integrity is threatened 
by the Catholics, and as long as white Americans fear, consci­ 
ously or unconsciously, that their racial or cultural integri­ 
ty or personal safety is threatened by black Americans, there 
can be no peace between either of these groups — and with­ 
out peace no brotherhood and no really secure human rights 
for any of them.

LEXINGTON, KY. (NEA) 
The Republican party has reason to 
worry over holding at least four of its 
seven biggest governorships in 1970. 
Yet the ripped-up Democrats may turn 
out to be the GOP’s great ally in this 
effort. 
Presently occupy­ 
ing 30 of the 50 gov­ 
ernors’ chairs, the 
Republicans have not 
enjoyed this 
much 
statehouse prosperi­ 
ty since t h e early 
1950s. Twenty-six of 
A 
the 30 met here in 
m 
their 
semiannual 
ceremony of mutual 
congratulations. 
Keeping governorship control may not 
be easy in Massachusetts, Pennsylvan­ 
ia, Ohio and Michigan. New York also 
could be shaky. Only California, with 
Gov, Ronald Reagan, and Florida, with 
the unpredictable Gov. Claude Kirk, to­ 
day seem on the safe side. 
Altogether, 24 of the 30 GOP gover­ 
norships are on the block in 1970. About 
16 of these may be fairly secure, the 
rest not 
Involved, of course, is much more 
than simply maintaining the present pre­ 
ponderance of numbers for the sake of 
show. Whoever controls most governor­ 
ships and state legislatures in 1971 will 
have the largest voice in the major 
congressional 
reapportionment 
which 
will follow the 1970 census. 
The Democrats have learned to live 
with factions like some families do with 
an embarrassing uncle. But their divi­ 
sions have a deeper quality today, with 
their 
doctrinaire 
liberal 
reformers 
shouting for some kind of public cath­ 
arsis over the 1968 Chicago convention. 
The party’s wings are polarized as never 
before. 


On top of that, Democrats are suffer­ 
ing the perennial problem of the “ outs.” 
On the short end in so many states, 
they simply cannot find good candidates 
to field. 
Nevertheless, the Republicans have 
need to fret. 


In Massachusetts, Gov. Francis Sar­ 
gent, who succeeded John Volpe when 
he went to the President’s cabinet, may 
be a bit too patrician for today’s popu­ 
lation mix in the state. 
Moreover, a strong-running Sen. Ed­ 
ward M. Kennedy (up in 1970) could 
pull in any halfway suitable governor 
nominee with him. Sargent’s hope has to 
be that the Democrats do not find one. 


The one-term limit in Pennsylvania 
bars Gov. Raymond Shafer from an­ 
other try. 
Lt. 
Gov. 
Broderick may 
emerge as his successor nominee, but 
his edge does not seem as clear as was 
Shafer’s when he served with William 
Scranton. A swing state, Pennsylvania 
ought to be due for a shift. But, again, 
the Democrats’ 
dearth of candidates 
could be the Republicans’ most hopeful 
prospect. 


HUD 
Secretary George Romney’s 
Michigan successor, Gov. William Mil- 
liken, is a warmly appealing figure. But 
some GOP strategists fear he is not 
achieving Romeny’s high visibility and 
needs to move around much more. A 
good Democratic choice teamed with the 
popular Sen Philip Hart next year could 
be trouble. 


With Gov. James Rhodes bowing out 
(he may go for the Senate), Ohio’s 
GOP governorship slot is wide open 
There is some fear of a chaotic pri­ 
mary, though this may simmer down lat­ 
er. Here, too, the Democrats have some

name types, like JohnGilligan, who could 
increase GOP difficulties. 


Some Republican strategists believe 
New York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller’s as­ 
sertion of interest in a fourth term and 
some do not. If he is in, his edge over a 
fuzzy Democratic field is sharp. If out, 
New York could tighten up, though a 
GOP advantage would remain. 


In the lesser states, Republicans pres­ 
ently in command are concerned chief­ 
ly over Oklahoma, New Mexico, Min­ 
nesota and Colorado. But the Democrats’ 
Kansas, Tennessee and Virginia (1969) 
might be seized.

Keeping the word 


Heroic little Finland has notified our 
Treasury that on June 1 she will again 
send us $357,660 ($715,320 annually) 
while 17 other countries still owe us $40 
billion in overdue and uncollected World 
War I debts. 
Finland still stands on former Presi­ 
dent 
Pehr 
Evind SvinhufVud’s de­ 
clared principle: “ We wish to keep our 
word.” 
Honor the brave. Honor the conscien­ 
tious. Honor the grateful. World War I 
wras only the beginning of Finland’s trou­ 
bles. 
I was in Finland, 
as I have been many 
times 
since, 
when 
the Soviet Union at­ 
tacked her in the win­ 
ter 
of 
1939-40. 
It 
was my first glimpse 
of the 
Russian Red 
Army in battle. 
Finland 
suffered 
67,000 dead, w »unded 
and 
missing in 105. 
days. 
A flood of sympathy swept the 
entire civilized world. Winston Church­ 
ill spoke for England: 
“ Finland, 
si>- 
perb, 
nay 
sublime, 
sublime in the 
jaws of peril, 
Finland 
shows what 
freemen can do.” 
But the awful holocaust bled Finland 
white. A year later, prostrate, Finland 
was attacked by Russia again. 
“ Once and for all,” announced the 
Kremlin on June 23, 1941, “ the Finns 
are to be exterminated from the earth.” 
Like Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania, 
Finland’s neighbors on the south, this 
tiny opponent was to go. 
Here was a nation of less than four 
million people, with a 700-mile frontier 
bordering on a country 50 times its size, 
whose deadly assaults have been a pitia­ 
ble problem of every Finn’s life for a 
hundred years. Once more, bent to her 
knees, she was to resist annihilation. 
At daylight June 22 the Kremlin’s 
bombers and the Russian steel-jawed in- 
fantry struck. 
The Soviet threw 36 di­ 
visions against the Finns, amassed force 
larger than all of NATO’s present arm­ 
ies. 
Finland mustered 16 divisions in 
her defense. 
Nearly 150,000 
gray - uniformed 
women, the Lotta Corps, served at the 
front in support capacities. The Finns 
never allowed women to fight in the lines. 
But the then President Risto Ryti, agerv- 
tie, 
compassionate 
man, told me Fin­ 
land would only have had 12 combat di­ 
visions except for the Lottas. 
Sixteen per cent of the country’s pop- 
ulation was at the front, billeted in dug- 
outs in the hard, frozen ground, living 
in every cranny that would give shelter 
against the awful cold, fighting in the 
black forests, on the ice of the 60,000 
frozen lakes or in the great drifts on 
snowbound Arctic trails. 
This combat percentage was the larg­ 
est of any nation in the world. As a com­ 
parison to our country, it was as if 32 
million Americans were at the front in 
Vietnam. But, in the end, the cruel weight 
of the Reds’ 
overwhelming numbers 
mocked the destiny of the land they lov­ 
ed. And I heard there, as I had before, 
the sound a heart makes when it breaks 
in two. 
Soviet Premier Aleksei Kosygin r^ 
cently boasted that Soviet Karelia, seiz­ 
ed from Finland, is now a showplace of 
advanced farming and of industrial de­ 
velopment. 
Typically, what he neglected to say is 
that during the 193CW31 “ dust bowl” 
years in the United States, very large 
numbers of Finnish - Americans migrat­ 
ed from our country to the Soviet Union. 
They brought with them millions of 
dollars worth of new U.S. agricultural 
machinery that they had purchased with 
the proceeds of the sale of their farms 
in Idaho, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, 
etc. 
They did this to take up collective farm­ 
ing in the Soviet half of what once had 
been Finnish Karelia. 
The Kremlin promised them full lil> 
erty, grants in aid and immense econo­ 
mic opportunity. Instead, what they got 
was barren soil and heartbreaking toil 
under 
ruthless, police-state restric­ 
tions. Then, when the Russians struck 
Finland, these 
FinnishhAmericans got 
total seizure of everything they had 
brought from our country and exile to the 


far reacheL of the Siberian Arctic. They 
laid the seed for Kosygin's boast only 
to have it taken away from them. 
The Finnish word sisu means a com­ 
bination of courage, stamina, tenacity 
and will power. Finland's ancient fort, 
Suomenlinna, 
in 
Helsinki’s harbor, 
has inscribed over its moat: “ Stay brave 


and do not trust to foreign help.” The 
officia 
names of the three adjoining 
fortresses tell the remaining story: 
Honor. 
Conscience. 
Unity, It is the 
story of Finland.

Important court decision 


Recently, the 
Idaho State Supreme 
Court handed down a decision on school 
bond election results that could have 
far-reaching effects, not only in Idaho, 
but here in California and in many 
other states. What the court has done, 
in effect, is to declare that two school 
bond issues actually passed even though 
the bond issues were defeated under 
the two - thirds passage section of the 
Idaho constitution. 
The 
court 
ruled 
that particular sec­ 
tion of the Idaho con­ 
stitution unconstitu­ 
tional 
under t h e 
“ one-man, one-vote” 
rule. 
In the particular 
cases 
before 
the 
court, one issue had 
gone down the drain 
because only 52 per 
cent of the voters approved, andthe other 
one because only 64 per cent of the vot­ 
ers voted in the affirmative. Under the 
Idaho constitution, as in California, the 
bond issues were defeated, since the 
constitution required that bond issues 
win at least a two-thirds majority to 
pass. 
However, the court has ruled that 
under the two-thirds rule, a “ yes” vote 
carries only one-half the weight of a 
“ no” vote, thus the principle of “ one- 
man, one-vote” has been violated. 
Upon petition by the school districts 
involved, the court reversed the results 
of the election, and declared the bond 
issues carried. 
It is almost certain that the case will 
be carried to the United States Supreme 


Court for interpretation by that 
august 
body. Should the Supreme Court uphold 
the decision of the Idaho court, Califor­ 
nia, and many other states, will be plac­ 
ed in the position of having an unconsti­ 
tutional portion in their own state con­ 
stitutions. 
Also, there is a great probability 
that, based on the Idaho decision, at 
least one of the taxing authorities in our 
state will go to court to have a bond 
election result reversed. One reason for 
this action would be to speed up the 
process in the hopes that the California 
Supreme Court would take the same posi­ 
tion as the Idaho court. 
It could be some time before the 
Idaho decision comes before the Supreme 
Court and many school districts in Cali­ 
fornia may not feel they can wait that 
long. 
When one considers that within the 
past two years nearly one-half of the 
school bond and municipal bond elec­ 
tions held in California have failed be­ 
cause of the two-thirds rule, it is easy 
to see what effect the “ one-man, one- 
vote” concept can have if it also ap­ 
plies to California. 
Also, one must further consider that 
of the bond elections which have failed, 
only 14 per cent failed to achieve at 
least a simple majority. 
If the action in Idaho is affirmed as 
being the law of the land, there will 
be a lot of bond issue election results 
which conceivably could be reversed. 
And we already poor taxpayers could 
be saddled with the additional tax bur­ 
dens resulting therefrom. 
Only time, and the actions of an al­ 
ready liberal Supreme Court, will tell.

Commando jab 


SEOUL, Korea (NEA) 
The 120 selected commandos we re put 
through a punishing one-year training 
course at mountain camps in North 
Korea. They scrambled day in and day 
out with full packs over rocky mourv- 
tain 
courses, 
fought 
to complete 
exhaustion 
in hand-tohand “ combat” 
with their fellows, learned to live off 
the land. They were indoctrinated from 
dawn to bed seven days a week. 
Among these men 
were some of North 
Korea’s most promis­ 
ing young sergeants, 
picked from a wide ar­ 
ray of army units. 
These 
sergeants 
were promised great 
rewards, Though en­ 
listed men, all were 
given officer rank and 
status. Success would 
mean higher pay and 
range of new privileges. 
On a cold November night last year, 
three- to five-man units were sent south 
in small, fast boats. 
They landed in the snow, undetected by 
the coast watchers, then quickly spread 
inland. 
The commandos carried detailed maps. 
They had been briefed on target villages. 
The area was carefully selected, one of 
the worst depressed areas of South Kor­ 
ea, The villages were chronically poor, 
many of the people in want. It was logi­ 
cal to assume the people would be dis­ 
satisfied, open to antigovernment propa- 
finds. 
The teams were to fan out, move in on 
the soft hamlets. Some units were to 


switch out, block the roads, isolate 
the objective. The hamlet-attack teams 
were to move in, organize quickie trials, 
execute hamlet chiefs, explain to villag­ 
ers they were liberating them from these 
cruel overlords and that henceforth they 
would be free, protected by their North 
Korean brethren. Police (“ enemies of the 
people” ) were to be killed in the first 
rush. The teams were to promise the 
people better days ahead, win friend- 
ships with gifts of money, identify dis­ 
satisfied youths and sign them up as co- 
operators for underground intelligence 
operations, 
“ Lt.” Chung Dong Chun (formerly ser­ 
geant 1st class) was with one of these 
teams. His unit moved in sharply to a 
hamlet, took the people by complete sur­ 
prise. 
Only the maps were wrong. And the 
data. The hamlet was so small it had no 
headman. It didn’t even have a lead­ 
er. And no police. There was no official 
to kill. 
The team members grew confused, 
killed the most suspicious-looking man 
they could find. (It was then learned he 
was a poor farmer; his death won them 
no friends.) 
The gift of money turned out to be couiv 
terfeit. 
None of the hamlet youths wanted to 
join anything. Poked at with North Kor­ 
ean guns, they obligingly signed pieces 
of paper reading: “ Until death I will ful­ 
fill my part as an agent to collect and 
send information.” 
Most of the 150 men in the 30 teams 
were killed, some captured. The rest 
are believed dead in one crevice or 
another.
